That Secretary Daniels did not 
make known to the service his pol- 
ley as to awards, especially with re- 
gard to the relative importance of 
duty on shore and afloat. Fewer 
changee would have been necessary 
' later had he done so, the report said. 

That the Secretary did not ascer- 
tain from the officers who recom- 
mended honors the relative order of 
merit and did not himself give suf- 
ficient consideration to that ques- 
‘ton, injury to morale and deprecia- 
ion of the value of awards result- 


Reference to Losing Ships. 

That Secretary Daniels did not re- 
Wlte a sufficiently high standard of 
Meritorious conduct ‘n conferring 
honors on officers who lost ships
